For  millions  of  ordinary  Chinese,  buf- 
feted like  pawns  belwinm  the  rival 
Huomlntang  and  Communist  armies, 
peace  at  ainiost  any  price  may  no  doubt 
seem  like  a blessing.  They  have  none  too 
much  to  hope  for  despite  which  side  wins,  a 
circumstance  that  plays  its  part  in  the 
moves  to  bring  an  end  to  the  war  In  that 
countr)'.  That  end  seems  in  sight.  The 
surrender  of  the  ancient  capital,  Peiping, 
to  the  Red  forces,  is  a forerunner  of  events 
to  come.  Everywhere  the  Nationalist 
armies  are  reported  crumbling,  and  the 
Chiang  Kai-shek  regime  itself  appears  to 
be  finished. 

With  the  exit  of  Generalissimo  Chiang 
a new  era  has  begun,  albeit  its  nature  is 
highly  problematical.  Chiang  has  had  a 
long  innings.  Even  allowing  that  12  years 
of  it  were  spent  in  war  with  Japan  and  its 
aftermath,  he  failed  to  implement  the 
promise  Of  his  initial  ascendancy.  Self 
government  has  been  a mockery.  His  rule 


Dinninion  Government  Fares  Momentojts  Sessiott 


ON  every  hand  it  is  expected  that  the 
fifth  session  of  the  Twentieth  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada,  to  be  opened  to- 
morrow. will  be  its  last  and  that,  although 
the  Government’s  mandate  does  not  expire 
until  July,  1950,  a general  election  will  be 
called  before  the  year’s  end.  Consequently 
everything  done  and  said  in  the  ensuing 
months  wUi  have  more  than  usual  Interest 
NotwithsUmdlng  its  apparent  confidence, 
the  Uberal  Government  commands  a scant 
four-seat  majority  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. The  present  compasition  gives  the 
Liberals  124  seats,  Progressive  Conserva- 
tives 67,  C.C.F-  32.  Social  Credit  13  and 
Independents  8.  Nor  have  the  Liberals 
enjoyed  significant  success  in  the  16  by- 
elections,  winning  eight  and  losing  four 
to  the  Progressive  Conservatives,  three  to 
the  C.C.F . and  one  to  Social  Credit.  The 
recent  loss  of  the  traditionally  Liberal 
Digby-Annapolis  seat  was  a severe  blow  to 
Liberal  standing  in  the  ZXiminlon 


The  Government,  therefore,  can  be  ex- 
pected during  the  coming  session  to  bend 
every  effort  towards  enhancing  its  position 
before  going  to  the  country,  and  its  policies 
and  actions  should  be  weighed  with  that  In 
mind.  There  Is  nothing  to  indicate  how 
far  the  Government  may  be  prepared  to  go 
in  the  amehoration  of  taxes  as  a means 
of  wooing  popular  support,  though  there 
have  been  suggestions  that  some  relief  is 
in  sight.  In  view  of  the  pressing  need  for 
heavy  defence  expenditures  that  relief  may 
be  little  more  than  a token. 

In  one  direction  at  least  the  Government 
can,  if  it  will,  reduce  the  taxpayer’s  burden. 
It  can  cut  down  the  staggering  cost  of  ad- 
ministration and  of  maintaining  a top- 
heavy  system  of  bureaucratic  controls. 
The  rapid  expansion  of  governmental  de- 
partments by  the  creation  of  more  and 
more  divisions  and  subdivisions  is  giving 
rise  to  widespread  concern. 


W est  Coast  Road  Must  Come  S(mie  Day 


Many  years  ago  families  settled  on  the 
West  Coast  of  Vancouver  Island  with 
the  assurance  of  the  Government 
of  the  day  that  a highway  would  link  all 
of  these  setUements  with  the  city  of  Vic- 
toria. The  dream  of  a West  Coast  road  was 
a sound  one  then,  as  it  is  a valid  one  now 
Nowhere  else,  probably,  in  Canada  ..can  so 
much  scenic  charm — of  sea.  mountain, 
forest  and  lake — be  brought  so  readily 
within  public  reach.  In  the  same  period 


the  Island  Highway  has  been  pushed  up 
the  East  Coast  to  Campbell  River  and  be- 
yond. While  it  is  sen^  to  complete  that 
highway,  and  especially  to  remodel  its 
vital  connection  with  this  city,  the  dream 
of  a West  Coast  road  cannot  be  forgotten. 
One  day  it  must  come,  with  scenic  loops 
north  and  south  of  the  Albeml  Canal  and 
definite  connections  with  the  I.sland  road 
system. 


Five  Honrs  for  Tiro  Hundred  and  Fifty  Yards 


The  120  Cumberland  miners  who  sat  in

Thinking  Aloud  From  Canada’s  Capital  . . .

n HE  Newfoundlander  who  Mid  that 
^ a vuilor's  opinion  of  a country 
depends  on  what  he  sees  while  there, 
was  entirely  right.  He  could  have 
added  that  taste  and  mood  also  help 
to  frame  the  bias. 

Someone  In  Windsor,  apparently, 
had  judged  Canada's  province-to-be 
by  the  slum  areas  he  saw  when  sta- 
tioned In  Newfoundland  during  the 
war  The  Newlonndlander'i  retort 
was  that  you  might  visit  certain 
streets  In  Windsor  and  take  back  an 
equally  false  report  to  Newfoundland 
That  would  be  so.  of  course 
We  had  a flue  example  of  this  not 
so  long  ago  when  Holiday  magazine 
painted  a one-sided  picture  of  Vic- 
toria. selecting  only  facets  that  suited 
a particular  angle  but  whlc^  gave  a 
false  emphasis  to  the  life  of  this  city. 

You  and  I could  go  over  to  Vancou- 
ver tomorrow,  come  back  two  days 
later,  and  write  quite  different  essays 
on  that  bustling  metropolis.  Our  In- 
terests being  different  our  focus  would 
not  be  the  .same  Our  yardstick  of 
values  would  not  match.  If  1 like 
crowds,  niiise,  a fast  tempo.  1 might 
be  filled  with  praise  of  the  vlgur  and 
rapid  pulse  of  a buoyant  city.  If  you 
liked  quiet,  peaceful  streets  with  few 
gtinmen  around,  you  might  say  Van- 
couver was  raucous,  rude  and  ram- 
bunctious. 

PECULIAR  TRAIT 
We  might  write  our  reflections  and 
Utey  could  appear  to  be  about  two 
separate  cities. 

Places  are  like  people,  full  of  con- 
tradictions. and  It  doesn’t  do  to  gen- 
eralise about  them  too  quickly,  or 
over-clmpllfy  their  Infinite  variety 
Or,  for  that  matter,  expect  them  to 
be  like  your  own  home  town. 

This  Introduces  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  peculiar  traits  In  human  char- 
acter * People  are  continually  finding 
fault  with  other  communities  just  be- 
cause they  discover  when  they  visit

It  sesms  a most  slUy  business  alto- 
gether. 

It  U no  wonder  that  a native  clUxen 
feels  like  asking  them  why  they  left 
home  If  they  are  so  much  In  love  with 
their  own  backyard. 

IT  DOIIR  NOT  ENDEAR 
ThU  dLiagreeable  penchant  Is  even 
more  noticeable  and  partlcuisrly— 
well,  noxious.  In  connection  with  new 
settlers  anywhere  A desire  for  new 
opportunities  or  discontent  with 
things  at  home  drives  them  to  take  ap 
residence  In  another  town  or  another 
country  Tet  they  seem  to  want  to  eat 
their  cake  and  have  It  at  the  same 
Lime  Having  decided  to  begin  afresh 
they  still  hanker  for  the  scenes  that 
have  been  left  behind. 

It's  hot  a quality  that  endears  them 
to  the  people  among  whom  they  have 
gone  to  live. 

If  they  would  take  a moment  to 
realise  that  It's  most  undiplomatic  al- 
ways to  be  referring  to  how  things  are 
dona  where  they  come  from,  they 
might  accommodate  themselvee  to 
their  surroundings  with  greater  hap- 
piness. It  may  be  unfortunate,  but 
elUsens  of  any  community  Joft  don't 
like  It  to  be  Implied  that  th^  are  In- 
ferior to  the  group  from  which'  the 
nesreomer  has  tom  himself  of  hU  own 
■econl. 

There  U always  the  pull  of  old  asso- 
ciations and  well  remembered  things 
to  make  new  flelds  stnutge  and  per- 
haps not  precisely  what  you  vUoalfbed 
them  In  advance  But  having  elected 
to  visit  them  or  make  them  your  fu- 
ture home,  the  wise  thing  U to  adjust 
ynunialf  and  refrain  from  foolish  com- 
parisons.. 

Otherwise  you  Invite  the  obnous  re- 
tort—-and  U Is  unanswerable.

A BOUT  a year  ago.  the  United 
Stales  emoarked  on  a program 
for  greater  co-ordination  and  Jolifl 
use  of  Its  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force 
faculties  and  services. 

The  United  Slates  Secretary  of  De- 
fence, James  Forrestal,  has  now  esti- 
mated there  wUl  be  a saving  of  $34,- 
000.000  in  the  first  year  of  operation  as 
a result. 

Canada  took  thU  step  late  in  1M8. 
Canadian  Defence  Department  offlclaU 
say  U U dimrult  to  reach  a sound 
estimate  of  the  saving  annually,  but 
it  U their  belief  It  would  be  '‘several 
milllonsl  a yea..  They  state  that  as 
Important  as  that  U.  the  primary  pur- 
pose of  co-ordinating  the  services  was 
U>  eliminate  duplications  of  functions 
and  promote  greater  efficiency. 

In  the  United  Kingdom  and  Aus- 
tralia. the  .itme  need  of  co-ordinating 
the  three  services  was  fflt  as  In 
Canada,  apparently.  In ' the  Unfted 
Kingdom,  the  means  adopted  was  to 
appoint  a fourth  minister  with  over- 
riding and  co-ordinating  authority. 

In  Australia,  the  a’artlme  arrange- 
ment of  a Minister  of  Defence  con- 
trolling co-ordination  of  the  defence 
services  and  general  defence  poUcy 
has  been  retained.  In  both  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Australia,  the  three 
services  and  corresponding  depart- 
ments are  left  under  their  separate 
ministers. 

In  the  Untied  States,  the  National 
Security  Act  of  1947  provided  for  a 
Secretary  of  NsUooal  Defence— with 
deparlmenU  of  the  Army.  Navy  and 
Alp  Force  under  three  secretaries  not 
having  cabinet  rank. 

Canada  not  only  placed  ail  defence 
under  a single  minister  but  created  a 
■ingle  department.  In  the  Oovem- 
ment'R  opinion  at  least,  the  system  is 
working  well.  These  are  some  of  the 
positive  results  said  to  be  shown  by 
experience  over  the  past  two  years; 
elimination  of  duplicatory  and  even 


competing  services;  consistent  and 
equitable  personnel  policies;  greater 
emphasis  on  defence  research  and 
closer  co-ordination  with  other  gov- 
ernment deparlmenU  and  Industry. 

Another  advantage  is  claimed. 
Tltls  lies  In  the  fact  that  there  Is  now 
a single  defence  budget  under  which 
funds  and  resource  are  allocated  to 
the  various  services. 

Good  headway  Is  reported  on  the 
work  of  revamping  the  cost-of-llvlng 
index,  the  flrst  time  this  has  been 
done  since  193B  by  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Slati.iUcs.  Some  weeks  ago 
a survey  was  started  to  modernize  the 
basis  for  computing  the  index,  which 
indicates  to  Canadians  every  month 
the  pattern  of  their  spending.  The 
bureau  at  the  same  time  Is  exploring 
the  possibilities  of  publishing  the  index 
figure  In  dollars  and  cenU.  as  well  as 
percentages.  While  good  progress  U 
reported  on  the  task.  It's  a tedious  and 
long  job. 

The  survey  is  taking  kuo  considera- 
tion the  changed  spending  habiu  of 
the  average  Canadian  since  1930.  when 
the  base  for  the  present  percentage 
waJ  last  altered  and  revised.  As  a 
result  of  the  antlclfiated  change  In  the 
index  system.  It  Is  likely  that  regional 
Indices  will  be  Issued  for  all  geo- 
graphical areas  throughout  Canada. 
For  Instance,  this  would  mean  the 
Issue  of  a separate  cost-of-livlng  Index 
for  British  Columbia,  for  the  three 
Prairie  Provinces,  for  Ontario,  for 
Quebec,  and  the  three  Maritime  Prov- 
inces, 

The  bureau  is  keeping  an  open  mind 
'on  the  question  of  Issuing  monthly 
Indices  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents. 
There  were  demands  foa  these  at  the 
last  session  of  ParllamenL  At  the 
lime,  while  bureau  offlclkls  promised 
to  see  what  they  could  do.  they 
claimed  It  might  not  be  possible  to 
provide  any  prartlral  and  useful  result, 
as  there  were  a great  number  of  tech- 
nical eompUeatlons  for  which  the 
bureau  has  not  yet  found  any  solution.

'T  'HROUOH  Hon  J A MacKinnon, 

^ Minister  of  Mines  and  Resources, 
the  Dominion  Government  has  made 
some  vague  overtures  of  offering  the 
provinces  financial  help  in  construct- 
ing the  TranS'Csnada  Highway  Mr. 
MacKinnon  has  been  'quoted  as  saying 
that  he  thinks  the  Elominion  aulhorl- 
ties  should  pay  at  least  50  per  cent  of 
the  cost  of  completing  the  road 

While  this  first  feeble  Indication 
that  the  Dominion  Government  Is 
considering  doing  something  toward 
constructing  a proper  road  Unking  the 
various  parts  of  Canada  U welcome 
enough,  it  is  a long  way  from  what  Is 
actually  required  Mr  MacKinnon  has 
made  no  mention,  for  example,  of  any 
Intention  on  the  part  of  the  Ottawa 
Government  to  set  up  a Dominion 
highway  authority.  Klmllar  to  the  Fed- 
eral Highway  Commission  m the 
United  Stales. 

The  need  for  some  central  authority 
to  set  standards,  decide  on  routes  and 
supervise  allocations  will  be  Impera- 
Uve  Some  central  body  dealing  ex- 
clusively with  highway  matters  wUl 
have  to  be  set  up.  even  If  it  is  only  an 
adjunct  of  the  department  of  mines 
and  resources.  Sharp  differences  of 
opinion  about  where  the  Trans-Can- 
ada Highway  should  be  located  have 
made  themselves  heard  In  the  past 


few  years  Here  In  Manitoba  recent 
experience  has  shown  how  heated  and 
bitter  arguments  over  where  a road 
should  be  located  can  become  There 
should  be  a central  commission  to  de- 
cide questions  of  this  kind  in  a de- 
tached way. 

The  motorist  is  a heavy  contributor 
to  tax  revenues  Figures  for  1M7  show 
that  1.834.9B9  motor  vehicles  were  reg- 
istered in  the  Dominion  During  the 
year  motorists  bought  1.024.078305 
gallons  of  gasoline  which  brought  the 
provinces  $119,000,000  In  revenuu.  In 
addition  to  licence  fees  of  more  than 
$38,000,000.  Purchasers  of  motor  ve- 
hicles also  handed  over  millions  of 
dollars  to  the  Dominion  Treasury  in 
sales  taxes  and  customs  Imposts  On 
this  score  alone  they  have  k claim  on 
both  levels  of  Government  for  good 
roads 

But  there  are  even  more  Important 
reasons  why  the  Trans-Canada  High- 
way should  be  completed  as  soon  as 
possible.  It  Is  a .shame  that  Canadians 
cannot  get  across  their  counbr  by 
road  without  detours  through  the 
United  BUtes.  The  (act  that  the  Bast 
and  West  have  no  proper  conneeUng 
road  faclliUes  is  not  conducive  to 
strong  national  unity  or  mutual  un- 
derstanding. The  Trans-Canada  High- 
way is  a national  need.

A good  way  of  putting  It, 
these  1.800  years  laterl 
Another  Lstln  writer,  the  Roman 
hlstorlsn,  Suetonius,  who  lived  from 
about  70  to  140  AI>,  s few  decades 
earlier  then  OcUlus,  quoted  Augus- 
tus ss  using  the  LsUn  form,  ' feetlna 
lente."  This  Is  fsmillsr  to  readers 
of  Benjamin  Franklin,  for  he  used 
It  In  "Poor  Richard's  Almanac."
